FACE BUDGET CUT 


ByJudy Yung 

Threatened with cuts in the 1973- 
74budget, the Asian Studies sta 企 at 
University of California, Berkeley, is 
mounting a campaign for Support 
from community agencies and indi- 
viduals. At stake is 3a possible 
$30,000 cut from the Asian Studies 
Community Component Program. 

In an interview June 8 with Pro- 
vost Park, who is chiefly responsible 
forthe budgets of the college of Let- 
ters and Sciences and the Ethnic 
Studies Department, 让 was revealed 
that there would be no cuts or in- 
creases in the Ethnic Studies 
Department Budget next year. 
However，in seeking equity within 
the _ Ethnic Studies Department， 
plans are in the making to tedis- 
tribute funds between the four divi- 
sions: Afro-American，Asian，La 
Raza, and Native-American Studies. 

Provost Park's line of reasoning is 
that since the Ethnic studies 
Department began in 1909，the 
Afro-American and Asian Studies 
have received the major proportion 
of the funds， Now with gowing 
enrollments in La Raza and Native- 
Aimerican Studies, it is justifable to 
reallocate funds within the depart- 
Iment. 

COMIMIONITY PROGRAM 

Also according to Provost Park, 让 
is justiftiable to decrease funds from 
the_ Community Componernt Pro- 
gram of Asian Studies because the 
division is “way out of line” in 
spending 30% of allocated faculty 
funds to serve 13% of the division s 
student enrollment. Here he is refer- 
ring to the 20 Field Work Assistant 
positions that assist 203 students 
enrolled in Asian studies commt- 
nity coOUrses. 


In _ further criticizing the Asian 
Studies_ division，Provost Park ex- 
pressed his dissatisfaction with the 
division's ovyer-emphasis on commnU- 
nity work and de-emphasis on aca- 


demic goals. In his opinion, to better 


recruit faculty and train students， 
Asian Studies should develop a 
major or 了 B.A. program that better 
ties in field work with the student's 
total academic experience. This can 
be accomplished by providing 
methodology，social welfare，and 
public health backgrounds to a lim- 
ited number of students interested 
in working in the community and a 
separate packaged Program，aS op- 
posed to ad hoc courses, to a lafger 
number of students interested ip 
being introduced to the community. 


Speaking for the staff of Asian - 


Studies, Steven Wong, an instructor 
in the division，expressed sttong 
disagreement with the reallocation 
of funds:“We support the Chicanos 
and Native-Americans，but not at 
the expense of Asians and Blacks… 


ACHALLENGE 


The Asian Studies staff see the 
threatened cuts as a challenge to the 
division's autonomy. Whereas Pro- 
vost Patrk views the Field Work 
Assistant Program as an improper 
utilization of funds，Asian Studies 
staff see 直 as an effective aid and 
important part of their total pro- 
gram:“By serving the needs of the 
communities，we are attempting to 
imeet the educational needs of oUT 
students; students learn while they 
work in the various agencies and on 
various projects.” 

In the past year，Asian Studies 
Field Work Assistants have worked

She was one of 
the majorfgures in the more radical 
phases of the _ Cultural Revolution 
when the _ trade _ unions，women 'S 
federations，and the Commtunist 
Youth League were afftected. 

Recent policy directives urge that 
in rebuilding the CYL and trade 
unions the membership should in- 
clude at least 40% and 307o women 
respectively. Women's federations 
are instrumental in aiding women 
taking jobs outside the home and 
have begun to pressure male mem- 
bers of households to share house- 
hold chores.
